exceeded collections by 130,000 a day 
for the last six weeks, necessitating 
the registration of checks.

Denver, June 22—After a stormy 


debate the American Federation of 
Labor convention today disposed of 
the Irish question by adopting a reso- 
lution—trimmed of its most drastic 
boycott provisions—expressing sym- 
pathy for the Irish cause.

comprehensive statement of the city's finances. 


The tax payers should-know also the cost of

cial election to bond the city of Bismarck for 
$30,000. 


What most taxpayers desire now is a complete 


financial statement as, a basis for voting intelli- 
gently July 26.
